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U.S. Hits Red China Stall' Charge 


WASHINGTON (/P)—’The United 
States accused Red China today 
of demanding American abandon­ 
ment of Formosa as the price Tor 
joining in a real renunciation of 
the use of force. 
Striking back at Red Chinese 
charges of American stalling in 
talks at Geneva, the State Depart­ 
ment issued a summary of four 
months of those discussions and 
said: 


“The Communists so far seem 
willing to renounce force only if 
they are first conceded the goals 
for which they would use force.” 
The State Department officials 
said Red China’s goals were to 
get the United States to withdraw 
its small defense force from the 
Formosa area, abandon its base 
rights there and cancel the mutual 
defense 
treaty 
with 
Nationalist 


China. 
These officials said the United 
States would never do these things 
and asserted the American posi­ 
tion in defense of Formosa is not 
negotiable with the Reds. 
It therefore appeared that the 
Geneva talks which began Aug. 1 
and produced an agreement on ex. 
change of civilians Sept. 10 are 
now tightly 
deadlocked on the 


question of renouncing the use of 


force. 
The State Department charged 
again today that the Communists 
have failed to live up to the agree­ 
ment to release imprisoned Amer­ 
icans. 
Negotiation on further questions, 
especially the Communist desire 
to end the American trade em­ 
bargo and to set up a meeting

cipal Robert McKeay during a 
board meeting Tuesday night. 
McKeay and Mrs. Mary Ellen 
Lester, the instructor, noted that 
the “comic books” are adaptations 
of works of literature by such 
authors as 
Shakespeare, James 
Fenimore Cooper, Jules Verne and 
Alexandre Dumas. They present 
these stories in a comic book for­ 
mat, that is, the characters are 
illustrated and speak their lines 
in little “balloons.” 
SOME PARAPHRASE 
Some speak in language quoted 
directly from the text, as in the 
case of Shakespeare’s “Macbeth” 
and Homer’s “Iliad.” Others mere­ 
ly paraphrase the original lan­ 
guage. 
The use of these books is dic­ 
tated first by lack of money. The 
school district has not been able 
to afford the bound editions, which 
cost more than $2 apiece as com­ 
pared with the Classics Illustrated 
editions at 15 cents each. 
The books were recommended 
for use by the National Educators 
Magazine, The Instructor. 
“They are a means of exposing 
children who might never see them 
to the classics,” Mrs. Lester said. 
“They have induced many to get 
the whole book.” 
“I look at it this way,” she con­ 
tinued. “If it intrigues them to 
go on, that is what I want them to 
get out of it.” 
BACKS STATEMENT 
Mrs. T ester was seconded in this 
by another school board member, 
Mrs. Cathryne Grimes, who said: 
“If only three wanted to read the 
real thing, I’d be satisfied.” 
The illustrated pulp paper edi­ 
tions are being used only as in­ 
cidental or extra work, it was 
noted. They are in addition to two 
widely praised anthologies and an 
English text, approved by a school 
board, faculty and citizens com­ 
mittee at the beginning of the 
school year. 
Book reports are required of 
each student reading one of the 
Classics Illustrated. 
A high school student’s parent, 
when asked her view of the books 
had this to say: 
“My husband was angry. He saw 
it and said. ‘Why, it’s only a fun- 
nybook.’ I personally am not in 
favor of them. The whole point of 
reading classics is to read the Eng­ 
lish used, not to get the gist of the 
stories. Students should be able 
to differentiate between trash and 
quality. I haven’t protested their 
use because I felt th at the prin­ 
cipal problem was r financial one.

Some speak in language quoted 
directly from the text, as in the 
case of Shakespeare’s “Macbeth” 
and Homer’s “Iliad.” Others mere­ 
ly paraphrase the original lan­ 
guage. 
The use of these books is dic­ 
tated first by lack of money. The 
school district has not been able 
to afford the bound editions, which 
cost more than $2 apiece as com­ 
pared with the Classics Illustrated 
editions at 15 cents each. 
The books were recommended 
for use by the National. Educators 
Magazine, The Instructor. 
"They are a means of exposing 
children who might never see them 
to the classics," Mrs. Lester said. 
“They have induced many to get 
the whole book.” 
“I look at it this way,” she con­ 
tinued. “If it intrigues them to 
go on, that is what I want them to 
get out of it." 
BACKS STATEMENT 
Mrs. I,ester was seconded in this 
by another school board member, 
Mrs. Cathryne Grimes, who said: 
“If only three wanted to read the 
real thing, I’d be satisfied." 
The illustrated pulp paper edi­ 
tions are being used only as in­ 
cidental or extra work, it was 
noted. They are in addition to two 
widely praised anthologies and an 
English text, approved by a school 
board, faculty and citizens com­ 
mittee at the beginning of the 
school year. 
Book reports are required of 
each student reading one of the 
Classics Illustrated, 
A high school student’s parent 
when asked her view of the books 
had this to say: 
“My husband was angry. He saw 
it and said. ’Why, it's only a fun- 
nybook.’ I personally am not in 
favor of them. The whole point of 
reading classics is to read the Eng­ 
lish used, not, to get the gist of the 
stories. Students should be able 
to differentiate between trash and 
quality. I haven't protested their 
use because I felt that the prin­ 
cipal problem, was & financial one. 
But I do think Mr.. McKeay Is do­ 
ing a marvelous Job.” *

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Marin Little Leagues Face 
Crisis With Solution Offered 


Back in Pennsylvania, the founder of the 
Little League is in a bitter legal battle with 
the board of directors of the Little League, 
Inc. Battle details filtering out to the Coast 
are sketchy and tend to favor either one side 
or the other. 
But a major difference of opinion exists 
and it directly affects some 1,000 boys, 12 
years old and younger, in Marin County. 
There are 10 Little Leagues in Marin 
County, with others forming. Their imme­ 
diate problem is whether to affiliate with 
Little League, thus siding with the direct­ 
ors, or join one of the other groups which 
are 
organizing, 
thus 
siding with 
Little 
League’s founder. 
There is one other alternative. It was de­ 
veloped this week by San Rafael’s American 
Little League. The Americans are issuing 
invitations to all Little Leagues in Marin 
County, plus the one league in Sonoma and 
the two in Mendocino, to meet Feb. 1 and 
discuss forming an area-wide organization. 
Such an organization would set its own 


rules, conduct its own tournament, and not 
be paying franchise fees to some remote or­ 
ganization. 
Although the Americans con­ 
sidered possibility of limiting it just to 
Marin, the three northern leagues also were 
invited to attend the meeting so that they 
would not be cut off entirely from any near­ 
by inter-league play. 
Advantage of such an arrangement would 
be that all Marin teams would be playing 
the same rules, set up by themselves, would 
have a county tournament and county cham­ 
pion, and would not have to abide by rules 
handed down from some "higher” authority. 
Missed would be a chance to participate 
in state-wide or national tournaments, a 
thing of questionable value to pre-teen kids. 
It seems to us that the American Little 
League’s proposal for such a meeting de­ 
serves the 
support 
of 
the 
other Little 
Leagues hereabouts. We hope they get to­ 
gether and find the best solution for contin­ 
uing the program which has proved itself 
so beneficial to so manv of our vouths. 


Facts Show Need For Your Polio Dime 
As Marin goes into the last week of its 
annual March of Dimes, the State Depart­ 
ment of Public Health released figures which 
should give you a definite incentive to join 
the March. 
According to the state figures, vaccination 
of California’s children with Salk vaccine 
cut paralytic polio in the 5 to 9 year old age 
gToup by about 73 per cent. 
Such hopeful figures do not mean that the 
battle is won, that there is no need for funds 
to fight polio. But they show it can be won. 
They mean that we have made a tremendous 
start toward conquering the disease. 
N ot even all children in the 5 to 9 group 
have received the polio serum. They should 
til have it. And what about the 10-year- 


olds, the 11-year-olds and the 4-year-olds? 
What about the teenagers and the adults? 
We all would like protection from the fear 
ot polio. 
All this would be needed even if the Salk 
vaccine was perfect and no additional re­ 
search required. 
Of course this is not so. 
Research continues; aid to polio victims con­ 
tinues; aid to future victims will be a con­ 
tinuing need until the disease is finally 
stamped out. In short, your money is needed 
to carry on the battle. 
Marin’s quota is just J75,000. Our coun­ 
ty’s residents have been generous thus far in 
the campaign. Make the campaign windup 
a smashing success by adding your dimes and 
dollars to the March of Dimes.

WASHINGTON (U.R) — Back­ 
stairs at th« White House: 
Some lower echelon officials 
have been kicking around an old 
idea—putting up a new office 
building to bring all of the 
White House offices under one 
roof. 
This idea crops up periodically, 
but usually dies in infancy un­ 
der the stern stare of Congress. 
Current discussions 
have 
a 
two-fold long range aim—getting 
"business” as such away from 
the White House proper, 
and 
getting such scattered branches 
of the executive offices as the 
Bureau of the Budget and the 
Council of Economic 
Advisers 
under one roof or in a central 
building. 
This would give the presiden­ 
tial family greater privacy, ac­ 
cording to the people discussing 
the plan now. The plan, inci­ 
dentally, has not reached 
the 
White House staff level. 
One highly unlikely idea being 
batted around is for the presi­ 
dential family to have either a 
separate residence or an apart­ 
ment in the new consolidated of­ 
fice building, transforming the 
present White House proper into 
a museum and the site of formal 
state functions. 
The men who are discussing 
such a plan can save their time. 
It won’t work with an economy- 


minded Congress. A responsible 
official in the White House says 
suggestions of this type cannot 
even be regarded seriously 
at 
this stage of governmental af­ 
fairs. 


ONE FALLACY in the reason­ 
ing of the planners is that the 
White House should become en­ 
tirely a museum and a place of 
state. These fellows must not 
have been through the place in 
recent years. Half the house is 
a museum now and tourists by 
the thousands pour through it 
daily. 
The Eisenhowers have their 
personal quarters on the second 
and third floors, but the rest of 
the house proper is pretty much 
on display five days a week. 


AN OFFICIAL wise in the 
ways of presidents says that the 
first chief executive to work up 
enough courage to establish a 
residence 
outside 
the 
White 
House will be a president with 
several young children. 
The White House as presently 
constituted would be a difficult 
place in which to raise a family, 
what with the tourists rambling 
around the place in the morn­ 
ing hours and the public con­ 
stantly 
peering 
through 
the 
fence at any thing or person 
moving within the south grounds. 
On the other hand and as a 
practical 
matter, 
Eisenhower 
himself has set up a separate 


residence in Gettysburg. When 
the winter weather eases a bit, 
he’ll probably spend most week­ 
ends there and Mrs. Eisenhower 
can be expected to remain in 
Gettysburg for weeks at a time 
—whether he runs again or not. 


AS FOR THE White House of­ 
fices, they 
are 
uncomfortably 
overcrowded 
at 
present 
and 
there is pressing need for more 
space. Many of the offices have 
mushroomed into the old State 
Department Building a c r o s s 
West 
Executive 
avenue. 
This 
means a considerable amount of 
time lost as officials and secre­ 
taries trot back and forth across 
the street during working hours. 
A large central building cer­ 
tainly would answer a 
lot 
of 
White House problems. But the 
big question is—where? To put 
a project into action would re­ 
quire months of study and plan­ 
ning even before a request for an 
appropriation could be put up to 
Congress.

Two consequences flow from 
this fact: 
The differences WITHIN each 
party are increased. 
The differences BETWEEN the 
two parties are decreased. 
There are many issues which 
currently unite the two parties 
more than divide them. A good 
example is the federal-aid-to- 
education issue which is now 
before Congress.

the magnitude the President has 
proposed is a radical departure 
from anything the government 
has done in the past.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An 
effort to establish a 65 mile speed 
limit in California will be made 
at the next regular session of the 
Legislature which commences in 
1957. But some serious thought 
should be given this proposition 
now. 
The 
average 
motorist 
will 
probably welcome this sugges­ 
tion, particularly since it comes 
from the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol. The reason Mr. Motorist 
will readily agree is because he 
now labors under the belief that 
California has a 55 mile maxi­ 
mum speed limit. This is not the 
case. 


CALIFORNIA legislators long 
ago recognized the fallacy of at­ 
tempting to control speed by a 
hard and fast rule. The Califor­ 
nia speed law is what is known 
legally as a “prima facie” law. 
This provides that anything up 
to 55 miles on the open highway 
is safe. Anything beyond that 
may be safe, but the motorist 
shall have the responsibility of 
presenting evidence to show that 
he was not endangering anyone 
in driving faster than 55 miles 
per hour. 


This is a sensible approach to 
the problem. If it is safe to drive 
55 miles at night or in rain or 
under heavy traffic conditions or 
on a country lane with blind in­ 
tersections, then it follows that 
something faster than 55 miles 
is safe on a divided freeway. 


UNFORTUNATELY n e i t h e r 
the Highway Patrol nor many 
of the courts recognize this dis­ 
tinction. Motorists are cited for 
regularly exceeding 55 miles with 
the court’s implied approval by 
imposing fines. Only in the rare 
cases where a motorist demands 
a jury trial on this charge do you 
find the present law prevailing. 


The new proposal for a maxi­ 
mum limit of 65 comes directly 
from Bernard Caldwell, Highway 
Patrol Commissioner. 


Caldwell is an ex-Los Angeles 
cop. His attitude towards his Job 
as commissioner of the Highway 
Patrol is that of a cop. Highway 
patrolmen are rated on the basis 
of the number of tickets they 
write.

ting no violation but simply ex­ 
ercising his right, under the Jaw, 
to use his judgment as to what 
speed is reasonable? It is only a 
logical conclusion that the fast 
driver is usually the 
safest; 
otherwise he will soon eliminate 
himself. 


Several recent reports put out 
by agencies such as the National 
Safety Foundation disclose that 
more than 50 per cent of traffic 
fatalities result from accident» 
wherein the speeds were less than 
40 miles per hour. This estab­ 
lishes that speed is not the 
cause of traffic fatalities. It may 
contribute but it is not the 
cause. 


THE PUBLIC WILL get no 
real relief from traffic accident» 
until there is a readiness to ac­ 
cept the basic solution. That is 
more restrictive licensing of per­ 
sons to drive. At present, even 
people receiving blind pensions 
are licensed by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles to drive an au­ 
tomobile. This is a fact admitted 
by the department. 


Sen. Arthur Breed of Alameda 
County makes a sensible sugges­ 
tion which is remarkably simple.

Marin Little Leagues Face 
Crisis With Solution Offered 


Back in Pennsylvania, the founder of the 
Little League is in a bitter legal battle with 
the board of directors of the Little League, 
Inc. Battle details filtering out to the Coast 
are sketchy and tend to favor either one side 
or the other. 
But a major difference of opinion exists 
and it directly affects some 1,000 boys, 12 
yean old and younger, in Marin County. 
There are 10 Little Leagues in Marin 
County, with others forming. Their imme­ 
diate problem is whether to affiliate with 
Little League, thus siding with the direct­ 
ors, or join one of the other groups which 
are organizing, thus siding with Little 
League’s founder. 
There is one other alternative. I; was de­ 
veloped this week by San Rafael’s American 
Little League. The Americans are issuing 
invitations to all Little Leagues in Marin 
County, plus the one league in Sonoma and 
the two in Mendocino, to meet Feb. 1 and 
discuss forming an area-wide organization. 
Such an organization would set its own 


rules, conduct its. own tournament, and not 
be paying franchise fees to some remote or­ 
ganization. Although the Americans con­ 
sidered possibility of limiting it just to 
Marin, the three northern leagues also were 
invited to attend the meeting so that they 
would not be cut off entirely from any near­ 
by inter-league play. 
Advantage of such an arrangement would 
be that all Marin teams would be playing 
the same rules, set up by themselves, would 
have a county tournament and county cham­ 
pion,, and would not have to abide by rules 
handed down from some "higher” authority. 
Missed would be a chance to participate 
in state-wide or national tournaments, a 
thing of questionable value to pre-teen kids. 
It seems to us that the American Little 
League's proposal for such a meeting de­ 
serves the support of 'the other Little 
Leagues hereabouts. We hope they get to­ 
gether and find the best solution for contin­ 
uing the program which has proved itself 
so beneficial to so many of our youths. 


Facts Show Need For Your Polio Dime 
As Marin goes into the last week of its 
annual March of Dimes, the State Depart­ 
ment of Public Health released figures which 
should give you a definite incentive to join 
the March. 
According to the state figures, vaccination 
of California’s children with Salk vaccine 
cut paralytic polio in the 5 to 9 year old age 
group by about 73 per cent. 
Such hopeful figure* do not mean that the 
battle is won, that there is no need for funds 
to fight polio. But they show it can be won, 
They mean that we have made a tremendous 
start toward conquering the disease. 
Not even all children in the 5 to 9 group 
have received the polio serum. They should 
all have it. And what about the 10-year- 


olds, the 11-year-olds and the 4-year-olds? 
What about the teenagers and the adults? 
We all would like protection from the fear 
of polio. 
All this would be needed even if the Salk 
vaccine was perfect and no additional re­ 
search required. Of course this is not so. 
Research continues; aid to polio victims con­ 
tinues; aid to future victims will be a con­ 
tinuing need until the disease is finally 
stamped out. In short, your money is needed 
to carry on the battle. 
Marin’s quota is just $75,000. Our coun­ 
ty’s residents have been generous thus far in 
the campaign. Make the campaign windup 
a smashing success by adding your dimes and 
dollars to the March of Dimes. 


WHITE HOUSE BACKSTAIRS 
Talk Crops Up Again About New 
Building For Presidential Offices

WASHINGTON ÍLLR) — Back­ 
stairs mi the WMte House: 
Some lower echelon officials 
have been kicking around an bid 
idea—putting up a new office 
building to bring all of the 
White House offices under one 
roof. 
This idea crops up periodically, 
but usually dies in infancy un­ 
der the stern stare of Congress. 
Current discussions 
have 
a 
two-fold long range aim—getting 
"business’* as such away from 
the White House proper, 
and 
getting such scattered branches 
■of the executive offices as the 
Bureau of the Budget and the 
Council of Economic 
Adviser» 
'under one roof or to a central 
building. 
This would give the presiden­ 
tial family greater privacy, ac­ 
cording to the people discussing 
the plan now. The plan, Inci­ 
dentally, has not reached the 
White House staff leveL 
One highly unlikely idea being 
batted around is for the presi­ 
dential family to have either a 
separate residence or an apart­ 
ment in the new consolidated of­ 
fice building, transforming the 
present White House proper into 
a museum ¡and the site of formal 
state functions. 
The men, who are discussing 
such a plan can save their time. 
It won't work with an economy- 


minded Congress. A responsible 
official In the White House says 
suggestions of this type cannot 
even be regarded seriously at 
this stage of governmental af­ 
fairs. 


ONE FALLACY in the reason­ 
ing of the planners Is that the 
White House should become en­ 
tirely a museum and a place of 
state. These fellows must not 
'have been 'through the place in 
recent years. Half the house is 
a museum now and tourists by 
the thousands pour through it 
daily. 
The Eisenhowers have their 
personal quarters on, the second 
and third floors, but the rest of 
the house proper is pretty much 
on display five days a week. 


AN OFFICIAL wise in the 
ways of presidents says that the 
first chief executive to work up 
enough courage to establish a 
residence 
outside 
the 
White 
Houae will be a president with 
several young children. 
The 'Whit* House as presently 
constituted would be a difficult 
place In which to raise a family, 
what with the tourists rambling 
around the place in the morn­ 
ing hours and the public con­ 
stantly 
peering 
through 
the 
fence at any thing 
or person 
moving within the south grounds. 
On the other hand and as a 
practical 
matter, 
Eisenhower 
himself has set up a separate 
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residence in Gettysburg. When 
the winter weather eases a bit, 
hell probably spend most week­ 
ends there and Mrs. Eisenhower 
can be expected to remain in 
Gettysburg for weeks at a 'time 
—whether he runa again or not. 


AS FOR THE White House of­ 
fices, 'they 
are 
uncomfortably 
overcrowded 
at 
present 
and 
there la pressing need for more 
space. Many of the offices have 
mushroomed into the old State 
Department Building a c r o s s 
West Executive 
avenue. This 
means a considerable amount of 
time lost as officials and secre­ 
taries trot back and forth across 
the street during working hours. 
A large centra! building cer­ 
tainly would answer a 
'lot 
of 
White House problems. But the 
big question Is—where? To put 
a project into' .action would re­ 
quire months of study and plan­ 
ning even before a request ft»* an 
appropriation could be put up to 
Congress.

Setting Maximum Speed Limit Not 
Answer To Accidents; Check Drivers 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — An 
effort to establish a 65 mile speed 
limit in. California will be made 
at the next regular session of the 
Legislature which commences in 
1957. But some .serious thought 
should be given this proposition 
now. 
The 
average 
motorist 
will 
probably welcome this sugges­ 
tion, particularly since It comes 
from the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol. The reason Mr. Motorist 
will readily agree Is because he 
now labors 'under the belief that 
California has a 55 mile maxi­ 
mum speed limit. This is not the 
case. 


CALIFORNIA legislators long 
ago recognized the fallacy of at­ 
tempting to control speed by & 
hard and fast rule. The Califor­ 
nia speed law Is what 'is known 
legally as a “prima facie" law. 
This provides that anything up 
to 55 miles on the open highway 
is safe. Anything beyond that 
may be safe, but the motorist 
shall have the responsibility of 
presenting evidence to show that 
he was not endangering anyone 
to driving faster than 55 miles 
per hour. 


This Is a sensible approach to 
the problem.,. If it Is safe to drive 
55 miles at night or to rain or 
under heavy traffic conditions or 
on a country lane with blind, in­ 
tersections, then it follows that 
something faster than 55 miles 
Is safe on a divided freeway. 


UNFORTUNATELY n e i t h e r 
the Highway Patrol nor many 
of the courts, recognize this, dis­ 
tinction. Motorists are cited for 
regularly exceeding 55 miles with 
the court's implied approval by 
Imposing fines. Only in the rare 
cases where a motorist demands 
a Jury trial on this, charge do 'you 
find the present law prevailing. 
The new proposal for a maxi­ 
mum limit of 65 comes directly 
from Bernard Caldwell, Highway 
Patrol Commissioner, 
Caldwell is an ex-Los Angeles 
cop. His attitude towards his Job 
as commissioner of the Highway 
Patrol is that of a cop. Highway 
patrolmen are rated on the basis 
of toe number of tickets they 
write. 


THE EASIEST tickets; to write 
are those for speeding, For the 
past two sessions of toe Legisla­ 
ture Caldwell has attempted to 
gain approval for the use of ra- 
daj Jo make speed arrests sim­ 
plex. ”3h» legislature continues, 


and properly so, to view such de­ 
vices as “speed traps” which 
were outlawed by the Legislature 
years ago. 


The proposal, for a m axim um 
speed limit follows this thinking. 
Ih several profound statements 
Commissioner Caldwell explained 
why he believed his 65 mile pro­ 
posal should become law. Among 
those given was that toe pablo 
misunderstood the present law. 
This is not accurate. The public 
understands toe law very well, 
but Caldwell and 
.his 
officers 
lack proper understanding when 
they insist on writing tickets for 
motorista exceeding 55' miles on 
the 
many 
wide-open 
divided 
highways throughout the state. 


CALDWELL’S TRUEST state­ 
ment 
is his concluding 
one 
wherein, he states that ‘"besides 
it will make enforcement easier.” 
One should ask who causes toe 
accidents? Is it the so-called 
speeder who Ls actually commit­ 
ting no violation but simply ex­ 
ercising his right, under toe jaw, 
to use his Judgment as to what 
speed is reasonable? It is only a 
logical conclusion that the fast 
driver is usually the safest; 
otherwise he will soon eliminate 
himself. 


Several recent reports put out 
by agenciea such as the National 
Safety Foundation disclose that 
more than 50 per cent of traffie 
fatalities result from accidents 
wherein the speeds, were less, than 
40 miles per hour. This estab­ 
lishes that speed is not the 
cause of traffic fatalities. It may 
contribute but It is not the 
cause. 
, 


THE PUBLIC WILL get no 
real relief from traffic accidents 
until there Is a readiness to ac­ 
cept the basic solution. That is 
more restrictive licensing of per­ 
sons to drive. At present, even 
.people receiving blind pensions 
are licensed by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles to drive an au­ 
tomobile. 'This is a fact admitted 
by the department. 


Sen. .Arthur Breed, of .Alameda 
County makes a sensible sugges­ 
tion which Is remarkably simple, 
He proposes that persons who 
cause accidents, those actually 
involved to an accident and 
found responsible for it, 'be issued 
s restricted license. The second 
accident woufd be grounds foi 
a probationary license and after 
the third' scddent the individua] 
would thereafter be denied th« 
privilege of driving.

Knickerbockers professional bas­ 
ketball team, is called "the floor­ 
walker” because of his restless, 
anxiety before a game and it’s a 
tipoff on how most athletes “die 
in the dressing room” Just prior 
to an event. 
Almost any football player will 
tell you about the “butterflies” 
flitting through his innards as he 
waits for the opening whistle. 
Many a muscular behemoth churns 
inwardly behind the professional 
mask, known as a poker face. 
Excitement, tension, anxiety and 
in. some cases, even physical fear, 
causes a surprising number of 
them to become physically 111 as 
'they sweat out the torturous hour 
preceding action. 
"I never was able to eat be- 
before a game and can’t now 
even when merely coaching,” 
Lapchik admits candidly. "The 
worst time was in 1927, when 
I was an experienced pro. and 
our Celtics were playing Cleve­ 
land for the world champion­ 
ship. We had won the first two 
games, too, so you’d think the 
heat would have 'been off. But 
my knees shook so badly I 
could feel, ¿hem knocking.” 
Joe Louis, in the days when he 
was ruling the heavyweight roost, 
struck anticipatory terror into the 
hearts of his opponents which be­ 
came almost unbearable for them 
in those final few minutes before 
the action started. Many an op­ 
ponent had to be virtually locked 
in his dressing room to keep him 


from taking a powder and several 
had to' be pushed into the ring. 
There is at least one case on. 
record, in. which one 'boxing figure 
actually "died in the dressing 
room.” Tom O’Rourke, one of Max 
Schmeling s entourage, was sitting 
beside the Black Uhlan in the 
dressing room just before the first 
Louis fight when he fell over dead 
with a heart attack. 
Byron Nelson, one of the 
golfing greats, frequently was 
physically ill Just before tee­ 
ing off in some of his most 
important matches. Yet, once 
he hit that first tee shot. Lord 
Byron was deadly calm. and. 
cold and, looking a¿ his poker 
face, you’d never know there . 
was a nene in Ms 'body. 
One of the most tense men in 
hockey before a game is Mon­ 
treal's 
Maurice 
"The 
Rocket” 
Richard, and it communicates it­ 
self to the whole club. The Rocket, 
quiet and tense to the point of 
brooding, becomes so supercharged 
that he can't see a friend two 
feet away as he prepares for ac­ 
tion. The team takes on this 
character and the Montreal dress­ 
ing room usually is so quiet you 
can hear the proverbial pin drop. 
But once on the ice, brother, they 
make enough note to suit any­ 
body,, 
Tippy Larkin, a battler whose 
courage 
was 
never 
questioned, 
once climbed through the ropes, 
stripped off his robe with profes­ 
sional aplomb — and discovered 
that he had forgotten to put on 
his trunks. 
Excited? Who’s excited? Why, 
all of them,*naturally.

Twenty census takers will be 
working nights this weekend and 
most of next week In San Rafael 
to complete the city’s special pop­ 
ulation count by Thursday. 
J. Herbert Bamford, regional 
field assistant for the Depart­ 
ment of Commerce Bureau of 
Census, has been hired by the city, 
which hopes to raise the official 
population of 15,255 recorded in 
November, 1953. 
Bamford said the chief obstacles 
faced by the 20 enumerators arc 
that many people are not home, 
and some decline to give the basic 
information required—names, ages, 
relationships to the head of house 
hold. One enumerator has climbed 
a flight of about 100 steps three or 
four times without finding anyone 
home, Bamford reported. 
He asked that San Rafael citi­ 
zens cooperate with enumerators 
by giving information on when 
their absent neighbors are expect­ 
ed back, so that call-backs can be 
cut to a minimum. Each enumera­ 
tor carries an identification sheet 
headed by the printed words, “De­ 
partm ent of Commerce, Bureau of 
Census.” 
Those who have not been con­ 
tacted yet and expect to be away 
all next week are asked to leave 
the necessary information on a 
slip of paper and put it near the 
mailbox, not inside, because enu­ 
merators are not allowed to look 
inside the mailbox. Another alter­ 
native would be for them to call 
the census taker at San Rafael 
City Hall, explaining they will be 


away and giving the necessary in* 
formation. 
The census is about 85 per cent 
complete, and Bamford expects to 
turn over his findings to City 
Manager Wilber Smith by Thurs­ 
day or Friday.

Twenty census takers will be 
working nights this weekend and 
most of next week in San Rafael 
to complete the city's special pop­ 
ulation count by Thursday. 
J. Herbert Bamford. regional 
field assistant for the 
Depart­ 
ment of Commerce Bureau of 
Census, has been, hired by the city, 
which hopes to raise the official 
population of 15,255 recorded in 
November, 1953. 
Bamford said the chief obstacles 
faced by the 20 enumerators arc 
that many people are not home, 
and some decline to give the basic 
information required—names, ages, 
relationships to the head of house­ 
hold. One enumerator has climbed 
a flight of about 100 steps three or 
four times withtut finding anyone 
home, Bamford reported. 
He asked that San Rafael citi­ 
zens cooperate with enumerators 
by giving information on when 
their absent neighbors are expect­ 
ed back, so that call-backs can be 
cut to a minimum. Each enumera- 
tor carries an identification sheet 
headed by the printed words, “De­ 
partment of Commerce, Bureau of 
Census.” 
Those who have not been con­ 
tacted yet and expect to be away 
all next week are asked to leave 
the necessary information on a 
slip of paper and put it near the 
mailbox, not inside, because enu­ 
merators are not allowed to look 
inside the mailbox. Another alter­ 
native would be for them to call 
the census taker at San Rafael 
City Hall, explaining they will 'be' 


away and giving the necessary in* 
formation. 
The census is about 85 per cent 
complete., and Bun ford, expects to 
turn over his findings to City 
Manager Wilber Smith by Thurs­ 
day or Friday.

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To Study Birds' Habits, 
Built Them Feed Station 
BY S. THOMPSON WALKER 
Director 
Food is the primary problem of birds in the winter. Marin 
County birds suffer less than do the birds from areas of heavy 
snowfall. 
Cold weather hardly bothers the birds, but 
heavy 
snow and sleet that covers available food does make supple­ 
mentary 
feeding more necessary. 
Feeding stations, nonetheless, are one of the best means of 
attracting birds to your back yard. 
Food may be scattered on the ground although it is better to 
set up stations to aid observations, which is one of the reasons 
for feeding. The stations can be very simple as long as a few 
basic requirements are met. A roof will keep the food dry and 
eliminate some of the maintenance involved. 
FOODS THAT WILL ATTRACT a variety of small birds are 
bread crumbs, cracked corn, millet, sunflower seeds, and hemp 
seeds. Suet will attract nearly all birds and is a good staple for 
feeding stations. Some of the birds, such as the waxwings, eat 
raisins and other dried fruit. A box of coarse sand will provide 
the grit needed by many birds. 
A flat board—the ena of an orange crate will do—set horizon­ 
tally on an upright pipe or pole is all that is needed. If a rim 
of wood one-fourth to one-half inch high is placed around the 
edge it will help keep the food on the tray. The trays can be 
more elaborate if desired and this will sometimes aid observa­ 
tions. 
If partitions are made and the various grains and food are seg­ 
regated it would be possible to tell more closely what foods are 
eaten by the different birds. The fun of feeding can be in­ 
creased by noting what time the various birds usually feed, 
what they eat and how they react to the presence of birds of 
other species. 
THE HEIGHT OF THE TRAY should be set for convenience. 
Some birds are ground feeders while others normally feed in 
high trees, so it makes little difference at what height the tray 
is set so long as dogs and cats don’t unduly disturb it. 
In this area, feeding of birds is not a necessity but rather a 
means of attraction. By keeping the food clean, experimenting 
with types of food and observing the reactions of the birds 
you will derive the real benefits of feeding.

“The Three Legions” is the sort 
of bojK you wanted. Here, final­ 
ly, it is, and I can think of no 
other fiction work save Benet’s 
marvelous short story “The Last 
of the Legions” that does as good 
a job of presenting in believable 
form the men of Rome.

Narratively, Solon pre­ 
sents the story of an army in de­ 
feat, and with a searching, tell­ 
ing analysis of the source of this 
defeat. The three legions of Var­ 
us are lost not so much through 
the treachery of a supposed ally, 
and an impossible tactical situa­ 
tion in which the heavy, arm­ 
ored Roman infantry columns 
are mired in swamp, lose co­ 
hesiveness in a forest, and face 
overwhelming 
numbers,

through the incompetency, avar­ 
ice, 
unwillingneas-to-face-facts 
of political generals.

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To Study Birds' Habits, 
Built Them Feed Station 
BY S. THOMPSON WALKER 
Director 
Food is the primary problem ol birds in the winter. Marin 
County birds suffer less than do the birds from areas of heavy 
snowfall. Cold weather hardly bothers the birds, but heavy 
snow and sleet that covers available food does make supple­ 
mentary feeding more necessary. 
Feeding stations, nonetheless, are one of the best means of 
attracting birds to your back yard. 
Food may be scattered on the ground although it is better to 
set up stations to aid observations, which is one of the reasons 
for feeding. The stations can be very simple as long as a few 
basic requirements are met. A roof will keep the food dry and 
eliminate some of the maintenance involved. 
FOODS THAT WILL ATTRACT a variety of small birds are 
bread crumbs, cracked corn, millet, sunflower seeds, and hemp 
seeds. Suet will attract nearly all birds and is a good staple for 
feeding stations. Some of the birds, such as the waxwings, eat 
raisins and other dried fruit. A box of coarse sand will provide 
the grit needed by many birds. 
A flat board—the ena of an orange crate will do—set horizon­ 
tally on an upright pipe or pole is all that is needed. If a rim 
of wood one-fourth to one-half inch high is placed .around the 
edge it will help keep the food on the tray. The trays can be 
more elaborate if desired and this will sometimes aid observa­ 
tions.

If partitions are made and the various grains and food are seg­ 
regated it would be possible to tell more closely what foods are

eaten by the different birds. The fun of feeding can be in-

creased by noting what time the various birds usually feed,

Night did fall, the night of 
barbarism and mud huts and ig­ 
norance and no plumbing blot­ 
ting out the sun of Rome. Rome 
survived many, many years, and 
achieved many successes, after 
the Teutoburger Wald, but that 
defeat was the first crack in the 
edifice, the crack that would 
widen and spread and be repeat­ 
ed in the next half millennium 
and eventually bring the whole 
structure down. 
Solon shows very clearly and

NEW YORK VP)—Network tel­ 
evision, a many-splintered thing, 
is carved up principally between 
two production centert — New 
York and Hollywood. 
Largely because of superior 
technical facilities, an increasing 
share of program have been 
stemming from Hollywood in re­ 
cent years. 
At least one producer-director, 
Bruce Andersen, looks upon the 
swing to the film capital rather 
dimly. But Andersen, who will go 
to work next month on a new 
type of documentry-drama for 
CBS-TV. thinks the shift to Hol­ 
lywood shows signs of slackening. 
"The Hollywood TV product,” 
said Andersen today, “is too slick. 
It lacks the vitality and origin­ 
ality of New York productions. 
There’s no doubt that the physi­ 
cal facilities in Hollywood are 
better than we have here, but 


there’s also no doubt that the 
facilities in New York are get­ 
ting better. 
"IN RECENT MONTHS, we’ve 
had two new studios open in New 
York. Screen Gems has announc­ 
ed it will shoot a series here and 
there are reports that *T-Men In 
^Action’ will be revived and shot 
in New York. 
"An we’ve got the technicians 
here, too—recently, they’ve shot 
two movies in New York—‘On 
The W aterfront’ and ‘Patterns.’ 
And ‘Pajama Game’ and ‘ A Man 
Is 10 Feet Tall’ also will be made 
here.” 
Andersen, who directed CBS- 
TV’s “Wanted” until it folded, 
goes into production in three 
weeks on a new filmed series for 
the fall, "The World On A 
String.” The series will star pup­ 
peteers Bill and Cora Baird and 
stack up as a new kind of drama 
for home screens. 


WE RE GOING to shoot each 
episode in regions that have been 
largely untouched,” said Ander­ 
sen. “The first film will be shot 
in the Amish country. Others will 
take place in backwoods areas 
around Confluence, Pa., and in 
the Great Smoky Mountains. 
“We’ll fly actors'in to the spots 
and work local people in around 
them. One of the most valuable 
things about directing “Wanted” 
was that we learned to work with 
heavy equipment in spots where 
no one had gone before. In a 
sense, we learned how to impro­ 
vise and still get quality.”

Cafe curtains can. give a lift to 
almost any window in the house. 
Smart and easy to make are but­ 
ton-on curtains, which have spe­ 
cial fashion interest in their no­ 
vel use of buttons and their gay 
multicolor trim . 
A,n effective color combination 
is to make curtains of yellow in- 
dianhead cotton trimmed with 
coral buttons and rickrack on the 
tata, and rows of bias binding 
and rickrack in brown, coral and 
aqua across the bottoms of the 
curtains. .Local sewing center ex­ 
perts advise use of four time- 
saving sewing machine attach ­ 
ments—the buttonholer, the mul­ 
ti-slotted binder, the edge stitch­ 
er and the zigzagger. 
TO ESTIMATE the am ount of 
material needed for a pair of 
the curtains, Urst measure the 
distance from the curtain rod in 
proper 'position to the window 
sill. 
Then subtract two inches from 
this length, to allow for the but­ 
ton.-on tabs, across, top; and. add. 
four inches for the seam at top 
edge and the hem at bottom edge. 
Using fabric 3© Inches wide, dou­ 
ble the final measurement to de­ 
termine the total yardage needed 
lor each pair. 
To make a pattern for the scal­ 
loped facing at top, it is sug­ 
gested you cut a strip of paper 
four and one-half inches by 3© 
inches. Measure in one and three- 
fourths inches from each short 
edge and mark, to allow for side 
finishes. Now divide the distance 
between these two marked points 
into five equal sections, placing 
a m ark every six and. one-half 
inches straight across the pat­ 
tern. Connect these points with a 
line, 
n round bowl 


or plate as a guide for marking, 
to outline a series of scallops 
about two inches deep. 
'USING scalloped paper pat­ 
tern. .as. a guide, cut material for 
facings. Cut lengths of m aterial 
for curtains. Turn a one-inch 
hem in. side edges of curtains,; 
then turn a three-inch hem in 
bottom edge, and stitch. Press 
hems. On the facing, turn, under 
the bottom edge one-half inch, 
Also turn under the side edges 
one and one-fourth inches so 
that the

fits curta,in.. 
Edgestitch and press. 


Place the right sides of cur­ 
tain and facing together and 
stitch one-half inch from .scal­ 
loped edge. Trim this edge within 
one-eighth inch of stitching and 
clip curves. Turn facing to wrong 
.side and press. Slip stitch cur­ 
tain and facing together at side 
edges. 
Using the buttonuoler attach­ 
ment for the sewing machine, 
make a buttonhole in the point 
of each scallop, starting one- 
half inch below the top. Decorate 
the curtain with, rows of bias 
binding and rickrack as desired. 
Use the edgestitcher attachm ent 
for your sewing machine to stitch 
the bias and rickrack together 
as they are being applied to the 
curta, n 
TO MAKE the tabs on which 
the buttons will be sewn, cut 
long strips of fabric one and one- 
eighth inches wide, allowing six 
inches of material for each. tab.. 
Using a double thickness of m at­ 
erial. bind edges together with 
bias binding, employing the m ul­ 
ti-slotted binder for the sewing 
machine. For applying the rick­ 
rack to the tab stripe, use the 
edgestitcher or the, zigzagger at-

Smooths Glass 


Rough edges of a sheet of glass 
can be quickly smoothed and 
neatly rounded by using a piece 
of tongue and groove lumber for 
a sanding block. A 6-inch end 
of hardwood flooring is handy. 
An easy way to do this, accord­ 
ing to Practical Builder, trade 
publication, is to fold a piece of 
medium fine grade emery cloth 
over the edge of the glass. Then 
place the groove of the block 
over this and fold the paper back 
on. the block to hold It. 
By drawing the block back and 
forth briskly, you can quickly 
remove the sharp edges of the 
glass, and. obtain as much of a 
bevel or round as you need. 
It 
provides a sensible precaution 
for all glass used for small table 
top® or shelves.

W INDOW FASHION 
Buttons, Loops 
Enliven Curtains

Cafe curtains can give a lift to 
almost any window in the house. 
Sm art and easy to make axe but­ 
ton-on curtains which have spe­ 
cial fashion interest in their no­ 
vel use of buttons and their gay 
multicolor trim. 
An effective color combination 
is to make curtains of yellow in- 
dianhead cotton trimmed with 
coral buttons and rickrack on the 
tabs and rows of bias binding 
and rickrack in brown, coral and 
aqua across the bottoms of the 
curtains. Local sewing center ex­ 
perts advise use of four time- 
saving sewing machine attach­ 
ment»—the buttonholer, the mul- 
U-slotted binder, the edge stitch­ 
er and the zigzagger. 
TO ESTIMATE the amount of 
m aterial needed for a pair of 
the curtains, f'rst measure the 
distance from the curtain rod in 
proper position to the window 
sillThen subtract two inches from 
this length, to aUow for the but­ 
ton-on tabs across top; and add 
tour inches ter the seam at top 
edge and the hem at bottom edge. 
Using fabric 36 inches wide, dou­ 
ble the final measurement to de­ 
termine the total yardage needed 
lor each pair. 
To make a uatcern for the scal­ 
loped facing at top, it is sug­ 
gested you cut a strip of paper 
lour and one-half inches by 36 
inches. Measure in one and three- 
fourths inches from each short 
edge and mark, to allow for side 
finishes. Now divide the distance 
between these two marked points 
into five equal sections, placing 
a mark every six and one-half 
inches straight across the pat­ 
tern. Connect these points with a 
yg^ .^1 pru» u*ing a round bowl 


or plate as a guide for marking, 
to outline a series of scallops 
about two inches deep. 
USING scalloped paper p at­ 
tern as a guide, cut m aterial for 
facings. Cut lengths of m aterial 
for curtains. Turn a one-inch 
hem in side edges of curtains; 
then turn a three-inch hem in 
bottom edge, and stitch. Press 
hems. On the facing, turn under 
the bottom edge one-half inch. 
Also *urn under the side edges 
one and one-four.L inches so

curtain. 
Edgestitch and press. 


Place the right sides of cur­ 
tain and facing together and 
stitch one-half inch from scal­ 
loped edge. Trim this edge within 
one-eighth inch of stitching and 
clip curves. Turn facing to wrong 
side and press. Slip stitch cur­ 
tain and facing together at side 
edges. 
Using the buttonnoler attach­ 
ment for the sewing machine, 
make a buttonhole in the point 
of each scallop, starting one- 
half inch below the top. Decorate 
the curtain with rows of bias 
binding and rickrack as desired. 
Use the edgestitcher attachm ent 
for your sewing machine to stitch 
the bias and rickrack together 
as they are being applied to the 
curta.n. 
TO MAKE the tabs on which 
the buttons will be sewn cut 
long strips of fabric one and one- 
eighth inches wide, allowing six 
inches of material for each tab. 
Using a double thickness of m at­ 
erial. bind edges together with 
bias binding, employing the m ul­ 
ti-slotted binder for the sewing 
machine.

LINCOLN Neb. (U.R)—'Two rules 
should be remembered in using 
new household equipment, Kay 
Conway, extension specialist at 
the University of Nebraska says. 
Read both the directions and 
the guarantee. 


Changes are constantly being 
made in household equipment 
and a careful study of directions 
is necessary to operate some ap­ 
pliances correctly, Miss Conway 
said. 
She added it is important to 
read the guarantee because many 
guarantees are not valid unless a 
card included with the appliance 
is filled out and mailed immedi­ 
ately to the manufacturer.

The average homemaker is con­ 
stantly concerned with how to 
get a wee bit more space in her 
home. Some tricks for accom­ 
plishing this have been worked 
out by Norman Pox MacGregor, 
designer for Valley Modern Up­ 
holstery. Says MacGregor: 
“Houses get smaller as costs 
of building s o a r . But man doesn't 
shrink and his possessions in­ 
crease as he ?arns more money 
and has more time to spend it.” 


WHAT'S THE SOLUTION to 
the problem? 
MacGregor believes that prop­ 
er placement of the right kind of 
furniture can help immeasure- 
ably in solving space problems.

Basement 
Comes Back 
To U.S. Home 


Basements are making a strong 
comeback. Various studies show 
that the trend toward basement- 
less. lioin.es, which had become 
quite pronounced in recent years, 
has been reversed. 
A U. S. Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics survey discloses that 41 
per cent of houses started in the 
first quarter of 1954 had base­ 
ments. That represented a 5 per 
cent gain over the 1950 figure. 
ON THE BASIS of a recent 
study among more than 100 new 
home owners, American Builder 
magazine reports that basements 
are one of the most desired fea­ 
tures. in new houses. 
The National Lumber Manu­ 
facturers Assn. .asserts that a 
largor proportion of houses are 
being built with basements than 
at any time since before World 
War II, when 69 per cent of 
dwellings were so equipped. 
Builders explain that more and 
more home buyers not only pre­ 
fer the extra space which a base­ 
ment provides but they also want 
the advantages of conventional 
Joist-an-subfloor construction, in 
which hardwood generally is. em­ 
ployed for the finish floors. 


Aside fr uui uicu' natural beau­ 
ty, durability and ease of up­ 
keep, hardwood floors are noted 
for their warmth and resilience, 
both important health and com­ 
fort factors in good housing con­ 
struction. It has been establish­ 
ed scientifically that floors of 
hardwood 
help 
keep 
a 
home 
warmer and drier in winter and 
are much easier on the feet than* 
unyielding surfaces. 


INDICATIVE of the prevailing 
opinion regarding floors are re­ 
sults of a recnt survey by the 
Wichita, 
Kan., 
Association 
of 
Home Builders. The association 
polled more than 500 persons on 
their likes and dislikes concern­ 
ing houses in the group's Re­ 
search Village. 


Commenting on this poll, Exe­ 
cutive Vice-President Henry H. 
Willing 
of 
the 
National 
Oak 
Flooring Manufacturers Associ­ 
ation pointed out that while this 
overwhelming 
preference 
for 
wood was highly significant, it 
should be noted that use of con­ 
crete slab construction does, 'not 
preclude hardwood floors. 
He explained that a large per­ 
centage of slab-on-ground homes 
today 
are 
being floored with 
hardwood. The popular strip style 
of hardwood flooring is being 
installed by a new, .economical 
method which eliminates sub- 
floors. The flooring is nailed to 
wood screeds embedded in mas­ 
tic on the concrete. 
A free booklet on floor plan­ 
ning can be obtained from the 
Oak Flooring Information Ser­ 
vice, 77 W. Washington St., Chi­ 
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pieces are usually placed along 
one or two walls, leaving the cen­ 
ter of the room uncluttered. 
Planning is essential to proper 
utilization of space. A plan of 
the room drawn to scale is the 
first step. All furniture should 
be measured before it is ordered 
to. make sure it fits. Even if you 
can’t draw a straight line make 
a floor pattern and mark off 
space as best you can on it. It 
will be 'better than nothing. 
If you are building your own 
home it is wise to measure ex­ 
isting furniture or that you plan 
to buy before work on the house 
begins. Even with only dimen­ 
sions of a room to begin with, 
furniture can be laid out to scale 
to make an accurate picture of 
the finished room. Sometime a 
window or a dark comer can 
make the difference in the at­ 
tractiveness of a room. 
Typical of the space-saving - 
virtues of unit-type furniture be­ 
coming more popular today are 
two plans devised by MacGregor 
in a living room 21 feet by 12 


feet 9 inches with an attached 
dining alcove 10 By 6 feet. 
The most charming and space- 
saving arrangement, proved to be 
in utilizing the end of the "L” 
away from the dining alcove with 
complete four-piece-sectional fur­ 
niture unit that can seat 12 curv­ 
ing around the three walls,, 
A large round coffee table and 
two easy chairs make this a love­ 
ly conversational point. The oth­ 
er side of the .room has built-in 
corner units providing places for 
lamps. A built-in banquette with 
storage pieces makes, possible a 
large 
dining table and ample 
space for six diners in. a small, 
area. 
Another arrangement 
proved 
to be not as pretty or convenient 
from any standpoint. Two love 
seats 
that could accommodate 
only four people cut seating space 
way down. 
The dining alcove 
could accommodate four in com­ 
fort, and storage pieces were cut 
down from five to two. Space 
was wasted around walls of the 
room, too. 


Buying a new 'hat isn't ordi­ 
narily thought of as a way to 
save money, but it can do that 
if your put it on your chimney 
instead of your head. 


A chimney hat—more proper­ 
ly called a chimney crown—is 
a short metal stack that fits on

To test Mac draft of a home 
chimney, this test is recommend­ 
ed by engineers at the Coleman 
Co., one chimney crown manu­ 
facturer: 
Place & wad of newspaper In. 
the vent opening at the base of 
the chimney and ignite it. The 
draft is strong enough if every 
particle of burning paper is car­ 
ried up the flue. 
If bits of paper go up part 
way, then 
drop 
down,

might be loose bricks or other 
openings in the chimney. This 
indicates

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Don't Leave Humble Vegetable 
Out Of Spring Garden Plans 


MARIN GARDENS 


By NORVELL .GILLESPIE 
Garden Columnist 
Along with the rest of your 
plans for streamlining your gar­ 
den. for ’56, which undoubtedly 
calls for the addition of new 
roses and other new varieties of 
plants, don't overlook the humble 
vegetable patch. 
Thousands of people got their 
first taste of gardening during 
toe “Victory Garden” days of 
World War II, then promptly 
switched over to ornamentals and 
flowers after the emergency was 
over. But, there's still one very 
convincing and logical reason for 
“growing yopr own” and it’s this: 
when you grow a vegetable right 
.in your1 own backyard, there .is 
no time lost in transm.itt.ing it to 
your kitchen, nothing at all like 
the distances involved in harvest­ 
ing these things in the commer­ 
cial fields, trucking them into the 
city produce markets, and thence 
finally out to the neighborhood 
super markets. 
ANYONE who has. ever tasted 
the thrill of eating corn stripped 
off the stalks and plunged into 
hot water within a few minutes, 
really understands the impor­ 
tance of vitamin-loaded vege­ 
tables f.o.b. the home garden... 
While 
the 
vegetables 
don't 
come in for quite the earn each, 
year, there is no doubt about the 
seedsmen of America doing a 
good job providing us with im­ 
proved varieties. They are dis­ 
tinct improvements over the old- 
timers. The story around the All- 
America vegetable winner for "56 
revolve* around a 
great new 
carrot. 
THE NAME is Gold Pak car­ 
rot, a beautiful long, stream-lined 
model in rich orange color. Since 
it is sweet and tender at all 
stages of growth, it .is. recom­ 
mended for a variety of kitchen 
uses. Gold Pak carrot can be 
boiled, simmered, creamed, can­ 
died, sliced in soups, and used in 
molds for carrot rings. 
It’s an easy one to grow. But, 
like all carrots,, it should be 
grown in a light soil, relatively 
free of stones or other obstruc­ 
tions so that the long, tapering 
roots can go straight down. It 
would be a good idea to buy 
seeds of this Improved variety 
early in the season, too. 
IT MAY COME as a bit of a 
blow, but one of the 'University

of California experts mentioned 
again recently that the principle 
reason that a technical soil anal­ 
ysis means little to a home gar­ 
dener, is, because' the proportion 
of elements, shown does not mean 
that these elements are available 
to plants in the same proportion. 
Look at it this way: analysis 
may shown a soil to have lots of 
iron. But the plants may be suf­ 
fering' from a lack of iron because 
an. excess of lime has it tied up 
—“locked up”—the term com­ 
monly used—and therefore it is 
not available, obviously, it is not 
a question of the element being 
present, but what is the best way 
to release it so that it can actu­ 
ally 'be used .in the growth of the 
plants. 
Admittedly, It’s a good Idea to 
know whether your soiT is alka­ 
line or acid, as well as to which 
degree on the pH scale. This can 
be determined fairly easily by the 
use of a small, inexpensive 'test­ 
ing kit which, can 'usually be pur­ 
chased at a neighborhood garden 
supply store. 
SHOULD YOU LIVE in an 
area where the soil has a high 
alkaline content, and you are 
anxious to find out what the 
excess .salts, are, or some similar 
troublesome condition, then an 
analysis may be of assistance. 
Look 
in your local 
telephone 
directory, in the yellow section 
under “chemicals — analytical.’’ 
Hire one of these experts to do 
the job properly for you. The 
cost, usually ranges between $5 
and. $15, depending on. how much 
work has to be done. Incidental- 
it takes at least a pound or 
mure of soil to make a good test 
for the percentage of the more 
common elements in the soil. 
You should take several “slices” 
of soil, at varying depths from 
liferent parts of the garden to 
give the chemist an overall, pic­ 
ture of your soil conditions. 
More important than a soil 
analysis is the physical condition 
of your soil. You should aim to 
keep It loose, and aim. to have 
plenty of organic m atter—such 
as Canadian peat moss, rotted 
barnyard manure, free of weeds, 
leaf mold, etc. With judicious fer­ 
tilizing, you’ll be able to furnish 
your plants the necessary food 
elements, and usually the loose­ 
ness. of your soil will allow the 
leaching do mm of any h an n f ú 
salts. 
A FEW WEEKS AGO, when I 
was in the Hawaiian Islands, 
Webb 
Edwards 
(world-famed 
host of “Hawaii Calls”) told me 
that a Pasadena interviewee re­ 
cently gave him the “secret” of 
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how to get rid of nutgrass. 
Here’s the way to do it: Dig 
down three feet in the infested 
area, making sure that you. really 
go three feet down. Sift out all. 
the sod .and, remove the1 grass 
“nuts.” Then carefully burn them 
in 
a 
bonfire. 
Next, 
carefully 
scoop up the ashes, seal them In 
a container, and tow them 12 
miles out to sea! In the words 
of the Pasadena greenthumber, 
this is the only way to get rid 
of this dread, turf curse! 


THE MAIN TROUBLE with 
old lawns is compaction and what 
the golf experts call thatch. Com­ 
paction or packing of the soil 
is caused, by watering, tram ping, 
rolling, and. even, 'the weight of 
the lawn mower. 'The soil, in 
time, gets so hard it will not 
take up water, and plant foods 
cannot get down to the grass 
roots. 
Thatch is the build-up of un- 
decom posed 
vegetable 
matter; 
grass, roots, clippings, manure, 
peat moss, etc. If a distinct layer 
is formed by these materials, 
water will rim off like off a 
duck’s back. Grass roots will be 
shallow and look out when hot 
weather hits. 
The cure for both situations is 
opening up of the .sod. Aerify­ 
ing tools are on the market, both 
in 
hand 
models 
and 
power 
models. These tools are hollow 
tines which take out a plug 
about 4 inches wide and % inch 
.in. diameter. They are more satis­ 
factory than spike» which only 
push, the sod sideways, and let 
it fill right back again. 


The aerating holes should be 
about every 6 inches—and th a t’s 
a whale of a lot of work. The 
easiest method for home garden­ 
ers to use is a chemical penetrant 
such as 26 per cent calcium poly- 
sulphide. It is sold under trade 
names at the dealers. Diluted 
with water and applied accord­ 
ing to the m anufacturer’s direc­ 
tions, the calcium polysulphide 
opens up even the most stub­ 
born, packed lawn, areas.. 
I t’s 
efficient and its easy to do. Cost 
is reasonable too. 


GARDENER'S 
CHECKLIST 


1. Fragrant French lilacs are 
available now at most nurseries. 
These plants are most reason­ 
able, at this time, while they are 
still bare-root. 
2. Even, .small, gardens 
can 
have fruit trees! The dwarf fruit 
trees are the answer where space 
is limited. 
3. You can grow three to five 
varieties of a fruit on & single 
tree. 
Ask your nurseryman to 
tell you. .about the combination 
trees. 
4. Spray fruit trees and roses 
now with a good dormant spray. 
5. Sweet peas can still be plant­ 
ed. They like to sprout and get 
their initial growth while 'the 
weather is still cool..

Primroses' Long-Lasting 
Blooms Gay In Windowbox 


Include primroses among the 
plants for a winter window-sill, 
garden if you would like pro­ 
fusion of bloom.. 
Furthermore, 
the generous primrose blooms 
not just for a week but often for 
three months and even longer. 
Shown in the accompanying 
Garden-Graph is a cluster of the 
flowers of the Chinese primrose 
(sinensis). 
Each flower cluster 
lasts for several weeks, while 
others are growing to replace it. 
COLORS RANGE from flesh 
to deep rose and salmon. A pure 
white is also available. And there 
are pink, lavender, red and white' 
varieties in fringed and. crested 
forms. 
The foliage of the primrose is 
attractive, being the same shape 


as that of the rose geranium. 
Pests do not attack, the hairy 
leaves,. 
The 
Fairy 
primrose' is also 
shown in the Garden-Graph. It 
is so dainty that it is often called 
the Baby primrose. 
ALTHOUGH 
the 
individual 
flowers are tiny, they are borne 
on. long stems in such, profusion, 
that they produce the effect of a 
cloud of bloom. As a cut flower 
this primrose is charming, and 
the flowers can be safely cut for 
they will continue to come along 
all winter. 
Primrose plants like a cool, 
moist atmosphere. When water­ 
ing, however, do not permit the 
water to run down the crown 
of the plant. The plant should 
have a drink every day.

Window Boxes 'Dress Up' 
Severe Exterior Of House 


There is no denynig it, a mod­ 
ern 
functional 
type 
house 
.is 
rather a “plain Jane” to' look at 
from the street, compared with 
the attractively symmetrical and 
ornamental facade of traditional 
design. 
It may never have the dignity 
of a pillared southern mansion, 
but .its .informal air and spread­ 
ing lines can be made home-like

and inviting by growing flowers 
in window boxes and plantups 
such as the architects often pro­ 
vide. 
If your architect forgot this 
detail, it is a simple do-it-your­ 
self job to make them and fill 
them with floral color1 during the 
summer, and evergreen boughs 
in. winter. 
For a standard single window, 
a box 3(4 feet long, 8 inches deep 
and 10 inches wide is a good size. 
But measure your windows and 


make boxes to fit. Even longer 
porch planters need not be deep­ 
er or wider for good, results.. 
THINK OF THE BOX as a 
decoration of the house; make 
it of a suitable size and a color 
to match the house color or trim. 
Rich soil, of the type which 
florists call potting soil, must be 
used, for window boxes. Because 
there la so little of it to feed the 
flowers, it .should be' well, fertil­ 
ized. A tablespoon of balanced 
plant food for each square foot 
of soil should be used. 
FOR MOST annual flowers, at 
least six hours of sun a day is 
necessary and. this requires, a 
south exposure.. The best sub­ 
je c ts 
are those of dwarf 
or 
trailing habit, the latter droop­ 
ing festoons of bloom from the 
boxes. 
Petunias of the balcony type 
are excellent, as are the tall 
.nasturtiums, the giant morning 
gloria*. Dwarf petunias, m ari­ 
golds, ageratum, calliopsis. an ­ 
nual pinks, lobelia, dwarf m orn­ 
ing glories, phlox, and zinnias 
can be grown. 
Boxes which spend most of the 
day in shade offer a special prob­ 
lem... If the shade is 'that of a 
building,- perhaps, only foliage 
plants can be grown, such as 
ferns, fancy leaved calad nuns, 
crotons, rubber plants and other 
florists' subjects. 


Plant Bulbs Now 
For summer bloom, contlnut 
planting bulbs. Bone meal is stit 
highly recommended as bulb fer­ 
tilizer in most sections.

Work Involved In 
Gardening Pays Off 


Most new homes which have 
been built by the million In out­ 
lying section* of American cities 
are occupied by city-bred fami­ 
lies who for the first time in 
their lives possess land on which 
they can grow gardens. 
Their homes are built by pro­ 
fessionals and delivered reason­ 
ably complete, but the grounds 
surrounding them, for which the 
new owners become responsible, 
are usually in a .sad state of dirt 
and disorder. 


IT MAY APPALL a city couple 
to look a t this dirt and wonder 
how they can ever transform it 
into a .lawn and garden. 
But their discouragement will 
be short-lived if, on 
the first 
warm day of spring, they don 
working clothes, take up a rake, 
hoe or spade, and go out to be­ 
come acquainted with their land, 
and make it beautiful and pro­ 
ductive. 
They will realize 
th at what 
they feared would be a trouble­ 
some problem oould become a 
rewarding adventure, and lead 
to & way of life more deeply sat­ 
isfying than they had known be­ 
fore. 


A LOVE for the soil, and en­ 
joyment of gardening, is born in 
man. 
The first do-it-yourself 
hobby of which there is a record 
was gardening. The Persian em­ 
peror Cyrus, laid out a park in 
front of his palace at Sardis and 
proudly tokl Lysander, the Spar­ 
tan, that his own hands had 
planted, many of the trees. 
He 
was one of many do-it-yourself 
gardeners of high 
rank men­ 
tioned in history. 
There is a vast difference be­ 
tween growing a garden, .and ad­ 
miring those1 grown by others. 
Many garden clubs require that 
their members be “dirt garden­ 
ers,” who plant seeds with their 
own hands, and bring them to 


maturity by their own skill. 
Experienced 
gardeners 
w i 11 
agree that the keenest thrill, from 
this, hobby is felt when flowers 
bloom, or vegetables mature, on 
plants which grew from seeds 
sown by your own hands. 
W hether this is. a man's hobby 
or a woman's may sometimes be 
debated. The truth is th at the 
pleasures, and work, of the gar­ 
den can be shared by every mem­ 
ber of the family. 
GARDENING has its. artistic 
side, in the design of the garden, 
and the arrangement of flowers 
in its beds and borders, and in 
bouquets 
It provides healthful, 
not too strenuous exercise in. the 
sunshine and fresh air, not at a 
distant beach, but right in your 
own home grounds. 
On. a .small, plot most of the 
vegetables needed by the average 
family can be grown in less hours 
of work than it would take to 
shop for them in the market. 
These vegetables can be 
of a 
tenderness, and. flavor im.poss.ible 
to buy, because they can 
be 
served within minutes after they 
have been harvested. 
Children need no coaxing to 
eat such vegetables, which when 
fresh are rich in 'the vitamins 
that are often lost on the way 
to market. 
DECORATIVE gardening not 
only rewards the gardener but 
adds substantially to the value 
of the home, and to the stand­ 
ing of the whole community. The 
social contacts 
which 
develop 
from activity in gardening are 
not the least of its rewards, 'The 
rapid expansion of the garden 
club movement among both men 
and women is based upon the 
spreading interest in this hobby. 
Of the many advantages in the 
new life now enjoyed by so many 
American families, the opportu­ 
nity to practice gardening quali­ 
fies as one of the greatest. 


Ever-Popular Climbing Rose 
Available In Many Varieties 
The climbing hybrid tea rose, 
long a favorite for arbors and 
pergolas, is usually a develop­ 
m ent of the bush, rose of the 
.same name. 
It represents a 
change 
whereby the 
terminal 
flower bud is replaced by a vege­ 
tative one — hence the great 
growth of the cane, to 20 feet or 
more. 
Flowers of the climbing sport 
are sim ilar to those on the bush 
but the bloom is not so continu­ 
ous. 
Another type of climbing 'roe* 
is the pillar. 
Categorically, it 
falls between the climber and 
the bush, combining features of 
both. It is best described as a 
long-caned, bush reaching eight 
feet or more with canes that 
grow erect without support. 


Climbing roses are naturals to 
be trained against walls, on trel­ 
lises, over arbors and pergolas 
The erect-growing pillars make 
fine cover and background plant­ 
ings. 
Popular climbing roses of the 
hybrid tea varieties are Peace, 
yellow edged in apple blossom 
pink, and 'Heart's Desire, 'Char­ 
lotte Armstrong and Talisman, 
all In beautiful varying shades 
of red. Pink climbers are Cecil 
Brunner, and Pinkie. 
In. pillars the Descanso .Pillar 
is acclaimed for its coral-scarlet 
blooms, and High Noon, with 
g o l d e n 
yellow 
flowers, 
was 
awarded the All-America rating. 
If you’re a rose fancier these 
different types of roses, will offer 
you gardening challenges.

“ Houses get sm aller as costs 
of building soar.

Comes Back 
To U.S. Home 


Basem ents are m aking a strong 
com eback. V arious studies show 
th a t the trend tow ard basement- 
less homes, w hich had become 
quite pronounced in recent years, 
has been reversed. 
A U . S. Bureau of Labor S ta ­ 
tistics survey discloses th at 41 
per cent of houses started in the 
first quarter of 1954 had base­ 
m ents. T h a t represented a 5 per 
cent gain over the 1950 figure. 
O N T H E B A S IS of a recent 
study among m ore th an 100 new 
home owners, A m erican Build er 
m agazine reports th at basements 
are one of the m ost desired fea­ 
tures in new houses. 


T he N atio nal Lum ber M anu­ 
facturers Assn. 
asserts th at a 
larger proportion of houses are 
being b u ilt w ith basem ents than 
at any tim e since before W orld 
W a r II, when 69 per cent of 
dw ellings were so equipped. 


Bu ild ers explain th at more and 
m ore home buyers not only pre­ 
fer the extra space w hich a base­ 
m ent provides but they also w ant 
the advantages of conventional 
joist-an-subfloor construction, in 
w hich hardwood generally is em­ 
ployed for the fin ish floors. 


Aside hum u ia c n atu ral beau­ 
ty, d u rab ility and ease of up­ 
keep, hardwood floors are noted 
for th eir w arm th and resilience, 
both im portant h ealth and com­ 
fo rt factors in good housing con­ 
struction. It has been establish­ 
ed scien tifically 
th a t floors of 
hardwood 
help 
keep 
a 
home 
w arm er and d rier in w inter and 
are m uch easier on the feet than* 
unyielding surfaces. 


IN D IC A T IV E of the prevailing 
opinion regarding floors are re­ 
sults of a recn t survey by the 
W ich ita , 
K an ., 
Association 
of 
Hom e Build ers. T he association 
polled m ore th an 500 persons on 
th eir likes and dislikes concern­ 
ing houses in the group’s R e ­ 
search V illage.

If you are building your own 
home it is wise to m easure ex­ 
isting furn iture or th at you p lan 
to buy before work on the house 
begins. Even w ith only dim en­ 
sions of a room to begin w ith , 
fu rn itu re can be laid out to scale 
to m ake an accurate picture of 
the finished room. Som etim e a 
w indow or a dark com er can 
m ake the difference in the a t­ 
tractiveness of a room.

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Don't Leave Humble Vegetable 
Out Of Spring Garden Plans 


M A R I N GARDENS 


By NORVELL .GILLESPIE 
Garden Columnist 
Along w ith th e rest of your 
plans for stream lining your g ar­ 
den for ’56, w hich undoubtedly 
caïïs for th e addition of new 
roses and oth er new varieties of 
plants, don’t overlook the hum ble 
vegetable patch. 
Thousands of people got their 
first taste of gardening during 
the “Victory G arden” days of 
W orld W ar II, then prom ptly 
switched over to ornam entals and 
flowers after the emergency was 
over. But, th ere’s still one very 
convincing and logical reason for 
“growing yopr own” and it’s this: 
when you grow a vegetable right 
in your own backyard, there is 
no tim e lost in transm itting it to 
your kitchen, nothing at all like 
the distances involved in harvest­ 
ing these things in the com m er­ 
cial fields, trucking them into the 
city produce m arkets, and thence 
finally out to the neighborhood 
super m arkets. 
ANYONE who has ever tasted 
the thrill of eating corn stripped 
off the stalks and plunged into 
hot w ater w ithin a few m inutes, 
really understands the 
im por­ 
tance of 
vitam in-loaded vege­ 
tables f o b. the home garden. 
W hile 
the 
vegetables 
don't 
come in for quite the earn each 
year, there is no doubt about the 
seedsm en of America doing a 
good job providing us w ith im ­ 
proved varieties. They are dis­ 
tin ct im provem ents over the old- 
tim ers. T he story around the All- 
America vegetable w inner for ’56 
revolves 
around 
a 
great 
new 
carrot. 
THE NAME is Gold Pak c a r­ 
rot, a beautiful long, stream -lined 
model in rich orange color. Since 
it is sweet and tender at an 
stages of grow th, it is recom ­ 
m ended for a variety of kitchen 
uses. Gold Pak carrot can be 
boilpd, sim m ered, cream ed, c a n ­ 
died, sliced in soups, and used in 
molds for carrot rings. 
I t’s an easy one to grow. But, 
like all 
carrots, 
it should 
be 
grown in a light soil, relatively 
free of stones or other obstruc­ 
tions so th a t th e long, tapering 
roots can go straig h t down. It 
would be a good idea to buy 
seeds of this Im proved variety 
early in the season, too. 
IT MAY COME as a bit of a 
bfow, but on? of the University 
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• Free Estimates 
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of C alifornia experts m entioned 
again recently th a t the principle 
reason th a t a technical soil an al­ 
ysis m eans little to a hom e g ar­ 
dener, is because th e proportion 
of elem ents show n does n o t m ean 
th a t these elem ents are available 
to plants in the sam e proportion. 
Look a t it th is way: analysis 
m ay shown a soil to have lots of 
iron. B ut the plants m ay be su f­ 
fering from a lack of iron because 
an excess of lime h as it tied up 
—“locked up”—the term com ­ 
monly used—and therefore it is 
not available. Obviously, it is not 
a question of the elem ent being 
present, but w hat is the best way 
to release it so th a t it can actu ­ 
ally be used in the grow th of the 
plants. 
Admittedly, it’s a good idea to 
know w hether your soil is alk a­ 
line or acid, as well as to which 
degree on the pH scale. T his can 
be determ ined fairly easily by the 
use of a sm all, inexpensive test­ 
ing kit which can usually be p u r­ 
chased at a neighborhood garden 
supply store. 
SHOULD 
YOU LIVE in an 
area where the soil h as a high 
alkaline content, an d you are 
anxious to find out w hat the 
excess salts are, or some sim ilar 
troublesom e condition, th en an 
analysis m ay be of assistance. 
Look 
in your 
local 
telephone 
directory, in the yellow section 
under “chem icals — analytical.’’ 
Hire one of these experts to do 
th e job properly for you. The 
cost usually ranges between $5 
and $15, depending on how m uch 
work has to be done. Incidental- 
T", it takes a t least a pound or 
more of soil to m ake a good test 
for the percentage of the more 
common elem ents in 
the soil. 
You should take several “slices” 
of soil a t varying depths from 
.fferent parts of the garden to 
give the chem ist an overall pic­ 
ture of your soil conditions. 
More im portant th a n a soil 
analysis is the physical condition 
of your soil. You should aim to 
keep it loose, and aim to have 
plenty of organic m atter—such 
as C anadian peat moss, rotted 
barnyard m anure, free of weeds, 
leaf mold. etc. W ith judicious fer­ 
tilizing, you’ll be able to furnish 
your plants the necessary food 
elem ents, and usually the loose­ 
ness of your soil will allow the 
leaching down of any harm ful 
salts. 
A FEW W EEKS AGO, when I 
was in the H aw aiian Islands, 
Webb 
Edwards 
(w orld-fam ed 
host of “H awaii C alls”) told me 
th a t a Pasadena interviewee re ­ 
cently gave him th e “secret” of 
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how to get rid of nutgrass. 
H ere’s the way to do it: Dig 
down three feet in the infested 
area, m aking sure th a t you really 
go three feet down. S ift out all 
the soil and remove the grass 
“n uts.” T hen carefully burn them 
in 
a 
bonfire. 
Next, 
carefully 
scoop up the ashes, seal them in 
a container, and tow them 12 
miles out to sea! In the words 
of the Pasadena greenthum ber, 
this is the only way to get rid 
of thus dread tu rf curse! 


THE MAIN TROUBLE with 
old law ns is com paction and w hat 
the golf experts call th atch . Com­ 
paction or packing of the soil 
is caused by w atering, tram ping, 
rolling, and even the w eight of 
the lawn mower. T he soil, in 
tim e, gets so h a rd it will not 
take up w ater, and p lan t foods 
cannot get down to the grass 
roots. 


T hatch is the build-up of u n ­ 
decomposed 
vegetable 
m atter; 
grass roots, clippings, m anure, 
peat moss, etc. If a distinct layer 
is form ed by these m aterials, 
w ater will run off like off a 
duck’s back. G rass roots will be 
shallow and look out when hot 
w eather hits. 


The cure for both situations is 
opening up of the soil. A erify­ 
ing tools are on the m arket, both 
in 
hand 
models 
and 
power 
models. These tools aie hollow 
tines which 
take 
out a plug 
about 4 inches wide and V» inch 
in diam eter. They are m ore satis­ 
factory th a n spikers which only 
push the soil sideways, and let 
it fill rig h t back again.

It is sold under trade 
nam es a t the dealers. D iluted 
w ith w ater and applied accord­ 
ing to the m an u factu rer’s direc­ 
tions, the calcium polysulphide 
opens up even the m ost stub­ 
born, 
packed law n 
areas. 
I t’s 
efficient and its easy to do. Cost 
is reasonable too.

(sinensis). 
Each flower cluster 
lasts for several weeks, while 
others are growing to replace it. 


COLORS RANGE from flesh 
to deep rose and salmon. A pure 
w hite is also available. And there 
are pink, lavender, red and white 
varieties in fringed and crested 
forms. 
T he foliage of the primrose is 
attractive, being the sam e shape 


as th a t of the rose geranium . 
Pests do not attack th e liairy 
leaves. 
The 
Fairy 
prim rose is also 
shown in the G arden-G raph. 
It 
is so dainty th a t it is often called 
the Baby primrose. 
ALTHOUGH 
the 
individual 
flowers are tiny, they are borne 
on long stem s in such profusion 
th a t they produce the effect of a 
cloud of bloom. As a cut flower 
th is prim rose is charm ing, and 
the flowers can be safely cut for 
they will continue to come along 
all w inter. 
Prim rose plants like a cool, 
moist atm osphere. W hen w ater­ 
ing, however, do not perm it the 
w ater to run down the crown 
of the plant. The p lan t should 
have a drink every day.

and inviting by growing flowers 
in window boxes and plantups 
such as the architects often pro­ 
vide. 
If your architect forgot this 
detail, it is a simple do-it-your­ 
self job to m ake them and fill 
them w ith floral color during the 
sum m er, and evergreen boughs 
in w inter. 
For a stan d ard single window, 
a box 3' i feet long, 8 inches deep 
and 10 inches wide is a good size. 
But measure your windows a 


m ake boxes to fit. Even longer 
porch planters need not be deep­ 
er or wider for good results. 


THINK OF THE BOX as a 
decoration of the house; m ake 
it of a suitable size and a color 
to m atch the house color or trim . 
R ich soil, of the type which 
florists call potting soil, m ust be 
used for window boxes. Because 
there is so little of it to feed the 
flowers, it should be well fertil­ 
ized. A tablespoon of balanced 
p lan t food for each square foot 
of soil should be used. 
FOR MOST annual flowers, at 
least six hours of sun a day is 
necessary and this requires a 
south exposure. The best sub­ 
je c ts 
are 
those 
of 
dw arf 
or 
trailing habit, the la tter droop­ 
ing festoons of bloom from the 
boxes. 
Petunias of the balcony type 
are excellent, as are the tall 
nasturtium s, the g ian t m orning 
glories. D warf petunias, m ari­ 
golds, ageratum , calliopsis, a n ­ 
nual pinks, lobelia, dw arf m o rn ­ 
ing glories, phlox, and zinnias 
can be grown. 
Boxes which spend m ost of the 
day in shade offer a special prob­ 
lem. If the shade is th a t of a 
building, 
perhaps 
only 
foliage 
plants can be grown, such as 
ferns, 
fancy leaved caladiuins, 
crotons, rubber plants and other 
florists' subjects.

Work Involved In 
Gardening Pays Off 


Most new homes which have 
been built by the m illion in out­ 
lying sections of Am erican cities 
are occupied by city-bred fam i­ 
lies who for the first time in 
their lives possess land on which 
they can grow gardens. 


Their homes are built by pro­ 
fessionals and delivered reason­ 
ably complete, but the grounds 
surrounding them, for which the 
new owners become responsible, 
are usually in a sad state of dirt 
and disorder. 


IT M A Y A P P A L L a city couple 
to look at this dirt and wonder 
how they can ever transform it 
into a lawn and garden. 
Bu t their discouragement will 
be short-lived if, on 
the 
first 
warm day of spring, they don 
working clothes, take up a rake, 
hoe or spade, and go out to be­ 
come acquainted with their land, 
and make it beautiful and pro­ 
ductive. 


They w ill realize 
that 
what 
they feared would be a trouble­ 
some problem oould become a 
rewarding adventure, and lead 
to a way of life more deeply sat­ 
isfying than they had known be­ 
fore. 


A LO V E for the soil, and en­ 
joym ent of gardening, is born In 
man. 
The 
first do-it-yourself 
hobby of which there is a record 
was gardening. The Persian em­ 
peror Cyrus laid out a park in 
front of his palace at Sardis and 
proudly toki L»ysander, the Spar­ 
tan, that his own hands had 
planted many of the trees. 
He 
was one of m any do-it-yourself 
gardeners of high 
rank 
men­ 
tioned in history. 
There is a vast difference be­ 
tween growing a garden, and ad­ 
miring those grown by others. 
Many garden clubs require that 
their members be “ dirt garden­ 
ers,” who plant seeds with their 
own hands, and bring them to 


m aturity by their own skill. 
Experienced 
gardeners 
w i l l 
agree that the keenest th rill from 
this hobby is felt when flowers 
bloom, or vegetables m ature, on 
plants which grew from seeds 
sown by your own hands. 


W hether this is a m an’s hobby 
or a woman’s may sometimes be 
debated. The truth is that the 
pleasures, and work, of the gar­ 
den can be shared by every mem­ 
ber of the fam ily. 


G A R D EN IN G has its artistic 
side, in the design of the garden, 
and the arrangement of flowers 
in its beds and borders, and in 
bouquets 
It provides healthful, 
not too strenuous exercise in the 
sunshine and fresh air, not at a 
distant beach, but right in your 
own home grounds. 


On a sm all plot most of the 
vegetables needed by the average 
fam ily can be grown in less hours 
of work than it would take to 
shop for them in the market. 
These vegetables can be 
of 
a 
tenderness and flavor impossible 
to buy, 
because 
they 
can 
be 
served within minutes after they 
have been harvested. 
Children need no coaxing to 
eat such vegetables, which when 
fresh are rich in the vitam ins 
that are often lost on the way 
to market. 
D EC O R A T IV E gardening not 
only rewards the gardener but 
adds substantially to the value 
of the home, and to the stand­ 
ing of the whole community. The 
social 
contacts 
which 
develop 
from activity in gardening are 
not the least of its rewards. The 
rapid expansion of the garden 
club movement among both men 
and women is based upon the 
spreading interest in this hobby. 
Of the many advantages in the 
new life now enjoyed by so many 
Am erican families, the opportu­ 
nity to practice gardening quali­ 
fies as one of the greatest. 


Ever-Popular Climbing Rose 
Available In Many Varieties 


The clim bing hybrid tea rose, 
long a favorite for arbors and 
pergolas, is usually a develop­ 
ment of the bush rose of the 
same name. 
It represents a 
change 
whereby 
the 
term inal 
flower bud is replaced by a vege­ 
tative one — hence the great 
growth of the cane, to 20 feet or 
more. 
Flowers of the climbing sport 
are sim ilar to those on the bush 
but the bloom is not so continu­ 
ous. 
Another type of climbing rose 
is the pillar. 
Categorically, it 
falls between the climber and 
the bush, combining features of 
both. 
It is best described as a 
long-caned bush reaching eight 
feet or more w ith canes that 
grow erect without support. 


Climbing roses are naturals to 
be trained against walls, on trel­ 
lises, over arbors and pergolas 
The erect-growing pillars make 
fine cover and background plant­ 
ings. 
Popular climbing roses of the 
hybrid tea varieties are Peace, 
yellow edged in apple blossom 
pink, and Heart’s Desire, C har­ 
lotte Armstrong and Talism an, 
all in beautiful varying shades 
of red. Pink climbers are Cecil 
Brunner, and Pinkie. 
In pillars the Descanso P illa r 
is acclaimed for its coral-scarlet 
blooms, and High Noon, with 
g o l d e n 
yellow 
flowers, 
was 
awarded the All-Am erica rating. 
If you’re a rose fancier these 
different types of roses w ill offer 
you gardening challenges.

To Be His Follower 


Christians Can 
Good Moslems, 
By GEORGE VV. CORNELL 
NEW YORK (/P)—Even if you 
call yourself a Christian, you also 
may qualify as a good Moslem. 
“Missions of Christians in this 
country are true Moslems,” said 
Sheikh 
Daoud 
Ahmed 
Faisel, 
spiritual leader of the Islamic 
mission of America. ‘‘They just 
don’t know it.” 
That may sound incongruous to 
some people, steeped in grade- 
achool notions of the bloody Mid­ 
dle Ages Crusades against so- 
called ‘‘infidels” of Mohammed, 
but it is the brotherly attitude 
of Mohammed’s followers today 
Basically, it always has been. 
“The average American simply 
knows 
nothing 
about 
Islam,” 
Sheikh Faisel said. "It is the re­ 
ligion of Christians and Jews and 
all who believe in one true God 
and who have surrendered to his 
will and guidance of his laws." 
But in the United States, he 
said, there has been little recog­ 
nition of the Jewish-Christian 
roots of Islam, or that Abraham, 
Jesus and Mohammed are all 
seen equally as prophets of the

“PREJUDICE, EGOTISM and 
ignorance have robbed many of 
the truth about Islam,” the Mo­ 
roccan-born Iman said. “Some 
sneer and joke and mock, be 
cause of greed for power, fear of 
exposure, or the evil idea they 
are better than everyone else.” 
In North and South America, 
the only two major continents 
to which Islam has not spread 
in vast numbers and influence, 
Sheikh Faisel's mission as the 
representative organ for Moslems 
has set these objectives: 
“The propagation of Islam, the 
true faith . . . the defense of 
the faithful . . the reestablish­ 
ment of peace, love, good will 
and human brotherhood through 
belief in the oneness of the one 
true God as revealed in Islam.” 
PRACTICING MOSLEMS con­ 
stitute only a small minority in 
in this country—about 100,000 by 
Sheikh Faisel's estimate—but he 
believes the spirt of Islam is mov­ 
ing rapidly toward wider accep­ 
tance. 
“Within the next few years, I 
see it coming,” he said. “This is 
the best educated nation on 
earth, and people are willing to 
see the truth. Eventually Islam 
will be the governing basis of 
America.” 
There are fairly large Moslem 
communities 
in 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago, San Francis­ 
c o , Los Angeles, Sacramento, 
Phoenix, Washington, New York 
City, Detroit and Dearborn, Mich.

Jesus was invited to dinner on 
a Sabbath, at the house of a 
chief Pharisee. As they sat at 
the table, Jesus saw a man who 
was ill with dropsy. Turning to 
His companions, Christ asked if 
it was lawful to heal on the Sab­ 
bath. No one answered Him, so 
Jesus healed the sick man. 
We are not told of the Phari­ 
sees’ reaction to this miracle, but 
probably they were angered as 
they had been on a similar heal­ 
ing in the synagogue. If a beast 
of theirs fell into a pit on the 
Sabbath, Jesus told them, would 
they not rescue the animal? Still 
they did not answer. 
To teach humility, Jesus said 
that if a man was invited to a

wedding, he would do well to 
take an inconspicuous place at 
table—not one of prominence, 
lest he be later humbled. He had 
noted how the Pharisees always 
chose the choicest seats. 
IF THE HOST came to him 
and asked him to a higher table, 
then he could take it and be 
honored. We are all tempted to 
think well of ourselves and our 
accomplishments or state in life, 
but none of us should be puffed 
up by such things, but keep our­ 
selves humble. 
Another lesson Jesus taught by 
parables is that when we invite 
people to a feast, we should not 
always ask our rich and influ­ 
ential friends who feel they must 
later ask us to their homes, to 
be even with 
us. 
Instead 
we 
should consider the “poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind.” 
It is possible we do not num­ 
ber the poor, lame 
and 
blind 
among our friends or acquaint­ 
ances, but there are many lame, 
maimed and blind in our world 
since the last two wars. Or we 
may know of some persons who 
are poor and lonely that we could 
ask to share our blessings. The 
maimed and 
blind 
we 
could 
visit, even if we could not invite 
them to eat with us. 
“And thou shalt be blest,” said 
Christ, “for they cannot recom­ 
pense thee.” 
ANOTHER 
PARABLE 
Jesus 
told was of a man who “made 
a great supper,” and asked many 
to come. Entertaining at a fine 
feast was a common practice in 
the Orient, as indeed it is with 
us today. When the feast was 
ready to serve, the host sent his 
servant to call his guests to come 
and eat. 
In this case, however, those 
who apparently had accepted the 
invitation 
made 
excuses The 
servant returned to his master 
and told him about this, and the 
host naturally was very angry. 
He told his servant to go into 
the streets and lanes of the city 
and bring 
in 
“the 
poor, 
the 
maimed, the halt and the blind.” 
He did as he was told and 
then reported that the tables 
were not yet filled, so the mas­ 
ter told lum to go into the high­ 
ways a*d hedges and compel the 
people to come, and so the tables 
were filled. 
Lastly, we must consider what 
it means to become a follower of 
Christ. What is the cost going to 
be? 
A MAN who planned to build 
a house would naturally figure 
the cost beforehand to see if he 
would have the funds to finish 
it. A king would sit down first 
and consult to see what chances 
he had before he began to make 
war upon another king—wheth­ 
er he would be able to defeat the 
forces that would be sent against 
him. 
“So likewise, whosoever he be 
of you that forsaketh 
not 
all 
he hath, he cannot be My disci­ 
ple.” 
To 
be 
compassionate 
with 
those who suffer, as Jesus was; 
to be humble, not excusing our 
faults, and not looking for faults 
in others, only in ourselves. To 
be willing to 
make 
sacrifices, 
not only for those close and dear 
to us, but for all who need it.

NEW YORK UP)—Network tel­ 
evision, a m any-splintered thing, 
is carved up principally between 
two production centerft — New 
York and Hollywood. 
Largely because of superior 
technical facilities, an increasing 
share of program have been 
stem m ing from Hollywood in re ­ 
cent years. 
At least one producer-director, 
Bruce A ndersen, looks upon the 
swing to the film capital rath er 
dimly. B ut Andersen, who will go 
to work next month on a new 
type of docum entry-dram a for 
CBS-TV, thinks the shift to Hol­ 
lywood shows signs of slackening. 
"The Hollywood TV product,*’ 
said Andersen today, “is too slick. 
It lacks the vitality and origin­ 
ality of New York productions. 
T here’s no doubt that une physi­ 
cal facilities m Hollywood are 
'better th a n we have' here, but 


th ere’s also no doubt th a t the 
facilities in New York are get­ 
ting better. 
“IN RECENT MONTHS, w e’ve 
had two new studios open in New 
York. Screen Gems has announc­ 
ed it will shoot a series here an d 
there are reports th a t “T -M en In 
A uction’ will, be' revived and shot 
in New York. 
“An we’ve got the technicians 
here, too—recently, they've sh o t 
two movies in New York—‘O n 
The W aterfront’ and ’P atte rn s.’ 
And ’Pajam a G am e’ an d ‘ A M an 
Is 10 Feet T all’ also will be m ade 
here." 
Andersen, w io directed CBS- 
TV’s “W anted" until it folded, 
goes into production in three 
weeks on a new filmed series for 
the 
fall, 
"The 
World 
O n 
A 
String." T he series will star pup­ 
peteers Bill an d Cora B aird an d 
stack up as a new kind of d ram a 
for home screens. 


“WE RE GOING to shoot each 
episode in regions th a t have been 
largely untouched,” said A nder­ 
sen. “T h e first film will be shot 
in the A m ish country. O thers will 
take place in backwoods areas 
around Confluence, Pa., an d in 
the G reat Smoky M ountains. 


“W ell fly actors* in to th e spots 
and work local people in around 
them . O ne of the m ost valuable 
things about directing “W anted" 
was th a t we learned to w ork w ith 
heavy equipm ent in spots where 
no one h»c. gone before. In a 
sense, we learned how to im pro­ 
vise an d still g*t quality." 


“W anted," a crim e-docum en­ 
tary series, was pulled off CBS- 
TV channels last week shortly 
after 
its 
sponsors 
sh ifted 
ad 
agencies. I t was shot on th e spot 
in such places as Philadelphia; 
Jay, Okla.; Cleveland, Miss., and 
Sioux City, Iowa.
